Allen will be teaching a creative 
writing class, which hopefully will 
be an exciting writing experience 
not only for us students but for Dr. 
Allen as well. 

One afternoon I stopped by Dr. 
Allen's always good ol' book and 
intelligence filled office. Stepping in 
you can sense the presence of Dr.

6. Is there a possibility that 
you will be looking for hidden 
talents? 

A: I am always hoping for new 
talent to show up or discover them. 
So, my answer is definitely, yes! 

7. In the case of successful 
discovery, what will your options 
be? 

A: Then I will help this student 
to look for some publication 
opportunities not only at Hiwassee 
but outside; for example, local 
newspapers or regional magazines. 




8. What are the chances this 
course will be offered 
regularly?

Micah Montague directed the 
show.

Mr. Montague talked 
about the selection of "Steel 
Magnolias," saying, "The play is 
widely produced because it strikes 
a cord, especially in Southern 
audiences. Audience members 
could identify with the values of 
the characters." 

Certain scenes in the play 
were classic and quickly became 
favorites among the audience 
members and those actresses 
onstage.

back to a pump that was 
backstage. The prop added 
credibility to the psychological 
realism of the production. 

Director Montague was 
very satisfied with the experience. 
"One indication that this was a 
successful production is when I 
asked people who their favorite 
character was; I got many mixed 
responses. I had balanced 
positive responses about everyone. 
It was truly an ensemble 
production."

from a grant- funded project at the 
University of Kentucky over a ten 
year period between 1980 and 
1989. In 1990, the Appalachian 
College Association became an 
independent organization, whose 
purpose is exclusively educational 
under this designation." 

Hiwassee is not the only 
college involved. The ACA is an 
organization comprised of thirty- 
five private liberal arts colleges in 
the Appalachian area that have 
combined to provide for shared 
resources, faculty and student 
development, and increased 
access to academic opportunities. 

The handbook also states, 
"The ACA encourages its member 
colleges to foster Appalachian 
history and culture; to share ideas, 
information, programs and 
resources; to support economic 
development... by serving as 
resources for agencies formulating 
regional policies."
